Several years ago, the United States uov- 
emment took measures to restrict immigration to America, allowing each country to send only a certain nuro- 
ber of immigrants in a given time. When the quota of each country has been filled the foreigners are tuniea 
away and sent back to their country. This has been particularly evident of late and ships arriving m New 
York harbor at the last day of the given time for the quota or before that time, have had to watt outside the 
harbor before entering.
